A NOTE ON NOMENCLATURE Maler’s num- 
bering of the individual blocks, or Inscrip- 
tions in Morley’s terminology, is retained 
but given in Roman numerals. Formally a 
block will be referred to as HS. 1, IV, for 
example, or less formally as Step IV where 
there is no danger of confusion with the 

fourth step of the stairway. 


LOCATION The carved blocks were incor- 
porated into the lower part of the stairway 
leading up the west side of Structure B-18. 
Alterations to the stairway and dismem- 
berment of it evidently began long ago, 
probably in Postclassic times, as Maler 
realized when he found a reused panel in- 
serted in place of a broken step. Another 
striking piece of evidence is the step, un- 
doubtedly once part of the stairway and 
here designated Step XIII, that was found 
at Ucanal, 35 kilometers away as the 
guacamayo flies. 

As mentioned above in the general de- 
scription of the site, the stairway was 
picked clean of its sculpture within fifteen 
years of discovery, except for the three 
monsters’ heads, and they disappeared in 
the 1960s. The location of the steps in 1977 
is as follows: Steps I and IV to XI in the 
British Museum; Step XJ] in the Museum of 
the American Indian, Heye Foundation, 
New York City; Step XIII in storage at Tikal 
National Park; Steps II and III lost, the lat- 
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ter possibly in transit to El Cayo in 1920 
(Morley 1937-38, vol. 2, p. 58). 


CONDITION The general condition of the 
steps at the time of their discovery was 
good because they were of hard stone, and 
most of them had fallen on their faces or 
else had been buried in debris. Step XIII 
retains most of its design in spite of having 
lain face up fora few centuries, atleast. The 
only noteworthy breakage, apart from Step 
VU, the left-hand half of whichis missing, 
is the loss of about one-tenth of the car- 
touche of Step XI. As the result of being 
broken up for removal, the steps now in 
the British Museum show some small 
losses. Step XII appears exactly as in 
Maler’s photograph, and Step XIII was 
taken out of Ucanal entire.

p.2:5, Area map (also p.3:5 and p.4:8). Lest any readers of early volumes of 
the Corpus betake themselves to the Bay of Bengal in search of Maya ruins 
reported to exist in that part of the world, attention is drawn to an error in 
the longitudes marked on those area maps: ’"W” should be substituted for 
vB 
p.2:9, Register of Inscriptions. Between “Stelae 1 to 40” and “’Lintel 1,” 
insert “Altar 1.’ 
p.2:29, Naranjo, Stela 9. A number of fitting fragments of weathered 
sculpture, confiscated by Mexican authorities on some unknown occasion 
and stored at present by INAH in the Templo San Juan de Dios, Merida, 
prove to be part of Stela 9. The upper panel is missing, so too is the upper 
rear portion of the principal figure’s headdress, the head and torso of the 
subsidiary standing figure, and the head of the captive. 

No worthwhile details not apparent in our published drawing could be 
distinguished, except that the glyph panel close to the ruler’s left leg 
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resolves itself more clearly into three glyphs; not well enough, however, to 
merit publication of anew drawing. The maximum depth of relief on these 
fragments is 2.5 cm. 

p.2:35, Naranjo, Stela 12. The front of this stela has come to light in 
Switzerland as the property of a Belgian collector. One of the pieces into 
which the front surface had been cut was evidently lost in transit. The loss, 
comprising theruler’s right foot and the captive from the waist up, has been 
restored on the basis of Maler’s photograph. 

p.2:39, Naranjo, Stela 14. A small fragment from this stela has also been 
found in the Templo San Juan de Dios, Merida, whither it was brought after 
confiscation by the police. The fragment shows part of the featherwork at 
the bottom of the apron and part of the masks on the back of both sandals. 
p.2:60, Naranjo, Stela 23. Peter Mathews has drawn my attention to a 
mistake in the drawing of glyph F8. The Initial Series date calls for 16 Uo, 
rather than 11 Uo, and three bars are indeed visible in the photograph and 
were also recorded in my field drawing. 
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Laguna Yaxha (Sacnab) 
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Chunhuitz 


This very small ceremonial center lies close to the foot of the escarpment 
that runs east and west halfway across Peten. Against it have gathered the 
waters of Lakes Peten Itza, Yaxha, and Sacnab and the swamp near the 
ruins of Naranjo. To thenortheast of that swamp, afew kilometers along the 
base of the escarpment, there is a smaller reed-covered swamp into which 
projects a low neck or peninsula stemming from the escarpment. Here 
stand the ruins of Chunhuitz. 

The most certain route to the site is that indicated on the map reproduced 
on this page, although a more direct one from Bambonal is sometimes 
open. In any case, it is preferable to camp at Manantial where there is an 
unfailing little spring, rather than rely on the muddy waterholes closer to 
the ruins for the sake of avoiding a forty-five-minute walk. 


In 1910 A.M. Tozzer and R.E. Merwin stopped near Chunhuitz and madea 
note of an outlying mound group, but failed to see the main group with its 
stela. The first archaeologist to do so was Sylvanus B. Morley, who spent a 
day there in June 1914. At Morley’s request A. Ledyard Smith spent two 
days in the early 1930s making a sketch plan of the site. The published 
version of this (Morley 1937-38, vol. 5, pl. 210b) forms the basis of the plan 
given here, modified in ways suggested more by eye than by measurement.

Note: In Appendix A of volume 1 of this work, ’Benque Viejo” is given as 
the preferred name for this site. But ‘“XKunantunich,” though less well 
established in the literature, has now been settled on by the Belize Depart- 
ment of Archaeology as the official name. 


Xunantunich is situated on the top of a steep hill overlooking the Rio 
Mopan, or Western Branch, a tributary of the Belize River. It lies less than 2 
km north of Benque Viejo town and ata like distance from the Maya town of 
Succotz. Access to the ruins is by vehicle ferry across the river at Succotz 
and thence by road into the plaza. 


The earliest published account of these ruins is due to Thomas Gann (Gann 
1893-95). In it, he describes seeing Stela 1 and its altar; and then, ‘behind 
the mounds, and hidden in the dense bush, we found another fragment 
with sculpture and hieroglyphics upon it, and near this two large oval 
stones each about 18 inches by 12 inches, and polished smooth, lying side 
by side.”’ This fragment, which appears not to have been reported since, 
may have lain between Structure A-7 and Group B.

Teobert Maler visited the site briefly in 1905, and later published good 
photographs of Stela 1 and the altar, as well asa plan of Structure A-6 (Maler 
1908, pp. 73-79). 

Gann returned to the site in 1924. He sank pits into several mounds, 
including Structures A-3, A-7, and A-9 (Gann 1925) and dispatched Altar 1 
to the British Museum, having, regrettably, first trimmed off the hiero- 
glyphic inscription. 

In 1938 J.E.S. Thompson spent three weeks at the site, excavating small 
structures in Group B (Thompson 1940). 

A.H. Anderson, later to become Archaeological Commissioner for the 
colony, rediscovered in 1949 an area of stucco decoration on Structure A-6, 
which Gann had also noticed. This was cleared by Linton Satterthwaite the 
following year, and it proved to be the decorated upper zone of an earlier 
structure underlying the twelve-chambered “palace-type” building (Sat- 
terthwaite 1950). 

Some excavations were evidently carried out in 1952 by Michael Stewart 
(Anderson 1952, p. 34), although no report on them seems to have been 
published. Seven years later, E.'W. Mackie excavated Structures A-11 and 
A-15 (Mackie 1961). 

In the late 1960s, Peter Schmidt, acting Archaeological Commissioner, 
was working at the site. He consolidated Structure A-6, arranged for the site 
to be mapped, and found the upper portion of a new carved stela, Stela8, on 
the south side of Structure A-1, close to Stela 1. In 1973 his successor in the 
post, Joseph Palacio, cleared all of the debris from that side of the mound, 
revealing a row of monuments laid end to end. The lower portion of Stela 8 
was among them and Stela 9. 


Morley’s description of the site (Morley 1937-38, pp. 204-212) still has value 
when read in conjunction with the later reports cited above. Morley himself 
made two visits of only an hour’s duration each in the years 1915 and 1920. 


The published plan has been redrawn and adapted from two plans, one of 
contours and the other of structures, which were drawn by Walter J. Carbis 
of the Survey Department of Belize. These were based on his survey, made 
at the request of Peter Schmidt in 1969. Carbis gives the elevation of the top 
of Structure A-6 as 210 m. 

Two small mounds within the plaza bounded by Structures A-10 to A-13 
are not shown on our plan, These mounds, situated near the northwest and 
southeast corners of the plaza, are both marked ’’T’’ by Gann (1925, plate 
facing p. 60), while Morley calls them Structures XIV and XV, respectively 
(1937-38, pl. 191a).
